SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine Club International Volume 24 Number 8 consists of explicit colour 
photographs of naked and semi-naked women, and pages of sexually explicit 
advertisements alongside letters and articles of general interest. Some of the 
advertisements describe teenage girls engaging in sexual activity with adult men. One 
of these descriptions is accompanied by a photograph of two teenage girls. Through 
these advertisements the publication tends to promote and support the exploitation of 
young persons for sexual purposes. Other advertisements encourage the reader to 
use urine in association with sexual conduct. Therefore the publication also promotes 
and supports the use of urine in association with sexual conduct. Section 14 of the 
New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (the NZBR Act 1990) does not apply to this 
magazine because it has been determined that the magazine has been classified 
under criteria in s3(2) of the Films, Videos and Publications Classification Act (the 
FVPC Act 1993). The provisions in s3(2) of the FVPC Act 1993 are deeming 
provisions which cannot be given a meaning consistent with si 4 of the NZBR Act 
1990. Therefore this magazine is classified as:
